the priacipal Wirneſles for the King in that Caſe, and did encourage the 
Jury Impannelled and Sworn to trye the ſaid Malefactors, againſt the 
{aid Wirnelles, by his publick peaking {lightly and abuſively of them and 
their Evidence, and inthe miſrepeating and omitting moſt material parts

vers Single-ſheet Books in Engliſh, called The Pacquet of Advice fron 
Rome, for the information and diſcovering of the Idolatries, Errours and 
Impieties of the Romiſh Church, to his Majeltics Loyal and Obedient Pro- 
teſtant Subjects, (in this JunCcture of Afﬀairs very uſefull) although the 
ſaid Lord Chief Juſtice neither did nor could alledge or charge the ſaid 
Care with any thing contained in the ſaid Book, that was any way 
Criminal, or derogatory to his Majeſty, his Laws, Crown and Dignity, 
and refuſed to take very good Bail for him, though offered, and after-

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That the ſaid Lord Chiief Juſticeis very much addicted to Swearing and 
Curſing in his common Diſcourſe, and'to Drink to Excels, to the great 
dilparagement of the Dignity and Gravity of his ſaid place : He did in 
his common Diſcourſe at Dinner , at a Gentleman's houſe of Quality, 


publickly and openly uſe and utter many Oaths and Curſes; and there 
drank to Excels.

That Charles Price being accuſed upon Oath before liim the ſaid Lord 
Chief Juſtice, to be a Poprſh Prieſt and Feſuite, and impriſoned for the ſame,
